If  the  press  in  Great  Britain  had  lo  put  up  with 
the  divagations  of  the  een.sorship  as  it  e.xi.sfs  In 
Canada  there  wduld  be  such  a  stew,  .such  a  frt  - 
tn«ut,  &ucii  au  aulcty  a^  wuuid  pillory  tut: 
responsible  authorities  until,  for  very  .shame,  they 
would  re>ort  to  the  employment  of  ordinary  com- 
mon sense.   In  Great  Britain  censorship  in  war 

.time  ta  designed  "to  prevent  publicity  madvert- 
ently  beinK  Riven  to  matteri  which  might  be  of 
value  to  the  enemy^'  A  few  weeks  ago  strong 
crtticlam  arose  because  the  Air  Ministry  dis- 
covered a  new  i;rnund  for  cen.sor.ship  Facilities 
were  given  to  journalists  to  visit  an  R.A.F.  es- 
tabUal^Rcnt.  Aeeompanylng  the  permiaaion  waa 
a  letter  to  the  new.spaper.s  "statinR  that  the  facil- 
ities are  afforded  on  the  understanding  that 
articles  written  aa  the  result  of  the  vUll  are  sub*  - 
mltted  to  A.  1.6  'a  department  of  the  Air  Min- 
istry) for  examination  not  only  from  the  point 
of  view  of  security  but  of  'Service  Suitability.' 
Kew.spaper.s  were  also  warned  that  the  Censor- 
ship Bureau  at  the  Ministry  of  Information  had 
been  informed  of  the  facilities  afforded,  and  that 
li  woiild  not  release  articie.s  which' have  not  .pre- 
viously been  approved  by  A  1.6.  " 

This  is  what  the  pre&s  of  Great  Britain  calls  a 
"double  censorship  '  In  Canada  the  press  Is  sub- 
jected to  five  different  ccn.sor.shlp.s.  which  at 
times  run  countcf^each  other  and  in  doing  so 
watte  the  time  of  the  newspapers.  There  Is  a 
een.sorship  bureau  at  Ottawa;  there  Is  a  Jjub- 
censorship  for  each  of  the  provinces.  The  Navy, 
the  Army  and.  tha  Air  Force  each  has  appointees 
who  cpmblne  the  roles  of  censor  and  intelligence 
officers.  These  five  authorities.  Where  one  would 
aufflce,  do  not  act  in  harmony,  hot  that  they  do 
not  desire  to.  but  becau.se  each  occa.stonally  has 
a  different  conception  relating  to  what  is  public- 
ity that  would  be  of  value  to  the  enemy.  The  re-  , 
suit  i.s,  often  enough,  that  there  i.s  .such  an  i 
emasculation  of  news  that  what  is  permitted  to 
te  printed  baeomea  meaningless,  or  vacuous, 
while  perfectly  harmle.s.s  arid  legitimate  Items  of 
Information.  Imown  to  the  public,  are  not  per- 
mitted to  appear  In  print,  where  they  should  ap- 
pear a.s  matter  of  record  of  happenings  from  day 
to.  day.  The  anomaly  of  the  situation  U  aome- 
tlmes  tha^t  news  that  is  not  permitted  to  appear 
In  the  press  ran  be  aired  by  the  Canadian  Broad- 
casting Corporation,  the  privileged  tool  of  party 
political  propaganda. 

So  far  as  tlie  pre.s.s  of  Canada  I.s  ronrerned  it 
Is  full  time  that  il  should  k^e  responsible  to  one 
authority,  and  one  authority  alohe,  where  cenaor- 
shlp  Is  concerned.  As  matters  stand  tiie  ne  ws- 
papers are  suffering  loss  of  time,  cll^^l paling 
energies  of  their  staffs,  and  Incurrlnn  t  xpi  uses 
that  are  wa.sted.  Moreover,  they  are  .subject  to 
constant  irritations  because  of  conflicting  in- 
structions by  a  fivefold  cen.<iorship,  each  branch 
of  which  seem.s  qmle  unaware,  in  a  multiplicity 
of  occasions,  of  what  the  other  branch  Is  doing. 
The  ramifications  of  this  perplexing  and  nagging 
eenaotahlp  are  costing  the  taxpayers  a  lot  of 
money  that  could  be  saved  for  war  effort  More- 
over, because  one  or  other  of  the  censors,  "drest 
In  a  little  brief  authority. '  shows  himself  upon 
OCca.slon.  "most  ignorant  of  what  he's  mo.st  as- 
.aured, '  there  is  infrmgement  of  the  liberty  of  the 

-press,  which  Junius  described  as  the  "palladium 
of  all  dvU,  political  and  religious  rights." 


Thtrneirspaper  has  received  more,  and  longer, 
letters  on  the  "belling  of  cats'  during  the  past 
few  week.s  than  on  the  Battle  of  London.  Cor- 
respondents should  not  complain  because  some 
of  the.se  are  not  piibli.shed.  They  are  of  too  great 
length,  especially  when  consideration  Is  given  to 
the  perspective  of  news  valuea  in  theae  times. 
Perhaps  the  pha.se  of  human  nature  that  is  illus- 
trated :ihows  how  the  passions  rise  higher  at 
domestic  than  at  Imperial  ti^gedlaa.  Tlie  fact 
that  any  authority  .should  consider  it  worth  while 
to  discu»i  the  "belling  of  cats"  is  a  somewhat 
pathetic  aspect  of  how  human  society  functions. 
.After  al!  if  fable  is  to  be  believed,  it' la  the  mice

Improbable  that  the  City  Council  will  talte  the

of  the  parish  pump,  afford  a  reminder  of  Hot- 
spur s  opinion  of  the  Earl  of  Worcester:
